The first companies of the tank en­ 
gineers’ 
regiment, 
the 
arrival 
of 
which will 
mark the opening of the 
Gettysburg encampment for HUH, will 
arrive this week. 
By Saturday night 
loon men will Im.* in camp here. 
Fifty 
will arrive 
to-morrow from 
Camp 
Meade hut the main movement will 
not come until 
the latter part of the 
present week. 
On Sunday 
morning, notices were 
posted at the Quartermaster's office 
and 
at 
other 
places 
calling 
for 
fifty carpenters and laborers to start 
work this morning at the camp. 
Be­ 
fore seven o’clock the line of appli­ 
cants formed and the required num­ 
ber were forthcoming when Captain 
F. E. Winter, in charge of construc­ 
tion work, arrived on the scene. 
He 
had stat ted from Washington Sunday 
but could get 
no farther than Han­ 
over and had 
to motor here the re­ 
mainder jf the way. 
Upon his arrival the men were all 
taken out to camp aud soon hammers 
were pounding, saws were eating their 
way through the boards, and every­ 
thing else sounded 
like the days of 
last May 
and June 
when the build­ 
ings were erected. 
The work now undertaken includes 
the placing 
of floors in all the mess 
halls and kitchens, and the placing of 
windows in these structures. 
I bree 
buildings 
will be used 
as sleeping 
quarters 
for 
u compony, and 
the 
lourth 
for a mess hall. 
Bach com­ 
pany will Im* furnished four buildings 
in this way and the regiment will be 
scattered 
o\er the "ite which 
last 
summer accommodated six regiments 
under canvas. 
The men coming here this week are 
from many different camps and can­ 
tonments. The regiment has been re­ 
cruited by companies at a number <»1 
widely separated places and they are 
to be 
mobilized at Gettysburg, 
o f ­ 
ficers from ( amp Meade were in Get­ 
tysburg Sunday and stated they had 
orders to bring a motor truck train 
to 
Im * 
stationed 
here 
indefinitely. 
They knew nothing of the other out­ 
fits coming until they were given the 
information upon their a rrh a l here. 
Volunteers 
for tank service 
will 
compose 
practically all of the com­ 
panies, it 
is said. 
An o.*dcr was is­ 
sued some time ago that men in any 
branch of the service could volunteer 
for transfer to the tanks, and many 
took advantage of an opportunity to 
see service in this spectacular method 
of warfare. 
Drafted men could ex­ 
press their desire for a transfer and, 
if they were qualified, 
could get it 
without much trouble. 
The men are 
accordingly in the line of work which 
they most prefer. 
The next thing of interest in camp 
matters will he the time of arrival of 
the tanks. 
There is nothing at all 
definite on 
this hut it is hardly ex­ 
pected that the big mobile fortresses 
will arrive for some time to come.

Damage which will cost many hun­ 
dreds of dollars to repair 
caused 
the Sheely Brothers’ large round barn 
near Cashtown 
in the severe wind­ 
storm of Sunday morning. The heavy 
asfarstos 
roof was lifted 
from 
the 
structure, and some of it carried by 
the wind into the fields nearby while 
the major portion was crushed into 
the building 
proper. 
Of the upper 
part all that remains 
is the silo and 
cupola. 


The barn, 
which was built 
four 
years ago, has l>een one of the show 
places 
of the county ever 
since its 
construction. 
It was the first of the 
modern round structures to he put up 
here 
and hundreds 
of people 
have 
visited 
and 
inspected it. 
The first 
word received in Gettysburg told that 
the building had collapsed and was a 
total wreck, hut the fact that a large 
part of it is built of re-inforced con­ 
crete 
immediately 
discredited 
this 
story. 
When the 
roof was lifted it took 
with it some 
of the timbers of 
the 
wall along the upper story and these 
will 
all have 
to be 
replaced. 
The 
main roof crashed in and the building 
presented a sorry sight this morning 
when a large 
force of men gathered 
to help clear away the debris and pre­ 
pare 
for the repairs which 
will be 
made 
at once. 
A buggy and 
some 
vehicles were caught under the falling 
timbers 
and badly damaged but 
the 
floor of the upper part held most of 
the 
weight 
and 
no 
damage 
was 
done to stock or 
the contents of the 
barn generally. 
The storm 
was most 
severe over 
the western part of the county though 
it swept 
for hours with great fury 
over 
ail sections. Great trees were 
blown over the Lincoln Highway l>e- 
tween Cashtown 
and the top of the 
mountain. 
Small 
buildings 
w*ere 
shaken and a number of them damag­ 
ed. 
A shed owned by Charles Deartkirff 
on the Sheely 
farm near 
Orrtanna 
was blown down and will have to be 
rebuilt. 
In < ashtown a corn crib containing 
a large quantity 
of corn was 
blown 
down and the owner, McClellan Buch­ 
er, will have to construct a new one. 
Branches of 
trees were torn 
off 
at many places on the battlefield. 
In Gettysburg signs were torn from 
their fastenings, roofs were saved in 
several instances by 
workmen going 
on them and fastening them more se­ 
curely, 
but no serious 
damage was 
done here.

The use being made of the motor 
truck star rouble service between Bal­ 
timore and Lancaster, through Get­ 
tysburg, is evidenced by the increas­ 
ing amount 
of 
parcel 
post 
mail 
handled to and from points on this 
route. 
Officials believe that with the 
weight limit of 50 pounds in the first 
and second zones 
increased 
to 
70 
pounds, this new feature of the mail 
service here will become even more 
popular. 
In a communication received re­ 
cently from the fourth assistant post­ 
master general, it 
was 
announced 
that this service wdl be continued 
only if the farmers avail themselves 
of this additional mad transportation. 
The route has been established pri­ 
marily to afford an economical means 
of Iirc ct transportation of food stuffs, 
garden truck, and other daily neces­ 
sities, including merchandise of any 
nature, between the producer and the 
consumer. The first zone rate of past- 
age on all parcel post matter, five 
cents for the first pound and one 
cent for each additional pound, pre­ 
vails. 
Mail matter forwarded by the 
motor truck route may be insured 
against loss or may he sent C. O. D., 
if lesired. 
The special delivery fea­ 
ture also applies. 
in order to allow* the postmaster 
ample opportunity to 
prepare 
the 
mail for dispatch, it is suggested that 
parcels be brought to 
the nearest 
post office on the route at least half 
an hour in advance of the .schedule 
time af arrival of the motor truck.

Reports have been widely current 
that 
perishable 
products, 
such 
as 
fruits and vegetables, would be 
dis­ 
criminated against in shipping dur­ 
ing th** coming season. These reports 
have been referred to the Food Ad­ 
ministration, 
at 
Washington, 
and 
most emphatically denied. 
The 
fol­ 
lowing statement was 
made 
by 
a 
representative 
of the 
farmers 
and 
fruit growers of Adams County in an 
interview with G. Harold IV)well, as­ 
sistant to Herl>ert Hoover, in charge 
of pe: Ishable products: 
“Apparently there is serious mis­ 
understanding 
by th** public of the 
attitude of the Food Administration 
toward the free consumption of per­ 
ishable materials. 
“Foods of the ‘perishable products’ 
group are essential to nutrition, and 
the ii* continued 
production, distribu­ 
tion and 
consumption are vital, 
in 
view of national 
and international 
necessities. The Food Administration 
desires to emphasize these facts, and 
to assure all producers and handlers 
of 
milk products, poultry 
and eggs, 
fish, fruits, putatoes 
and vegetables 
that no restriction# have been placed 
on such food 
materials, or are liable 
to bv. 
“Not only are these foods of great 
use and value in supplying the ordi­ 
nary bases of nutrition, hut they vary 
the diet and promote palatability of 
the 
foods used with 
them; most of 
them are succulent or supply neces­ 
sary bulk 
in the ration, which 
aids 
digestion; and some serve as efficient 
and necessary 
regulators of 
bodily 
functions thus warding off ill health. 
“There 
are many 
sections where 
pel ishable products can be grown to 
greater advantage than staple crops. 
Any movement 
which leads to sub­ 
stituting culture of one for the other, 
will be liable to Valise economic loss. 
It 
would be 
unwise, therefore, 
to 
limit th** areas devoted to any class 
of perishable crops. 
“Instead of restricting the produc­ 
tion, it 
is believed that there never 
was a time when the opportunity was 
greater, from the business standpoint. 
for the expansion and extension of 
, the 
peitshable food 
industry, as 
a 
whole, than at present. 
“There 
is 
every 
hope 
that 
the 
luiltuads will 
soon he able to move 
all 
classes 
of 
freight 
freely 
and 
promptly. 
Even in times of conges­ 
tion perishable 
food 
products have 
been placed in the first priority group, 
and there is no reason to expect any 
change in this policy.”

The let­ 
ter, written under date of February 
7th, was received this morning. 
In 
it he says: 
I have recently been detailed from 
th** First Lancaster Field Ambulance 
and am at present serving as medical 
officer with a British Regiment. We 
have just come out of the line and 
ar** now I or 5 miles back in “Re­ 
serve”. 
We are quartered in several 
small French 
villages 
and 
in sur­ 
rounding farm -buildings. 
Our head­ 
quarters are in a large old French 
chateau. 
My billet is in a thatched 
roof cottage of a French miner, who 
was wounded in the French army in 
the early part of the w-ar. 
The French people about here are 
hard working and thrifty. 
They are 
mostly miners and 
farmers. 
This 
immediate area 
has 
suffered little 
from war. 
Very few villages have 
been shelled. 
Recently I had the pleasure of a t­ 
tending a IO days conference of medi­ 
cal officers, at the Royal Army Medi­ 
cal Corps Headquarters. 
Had some 
very good lectures and demonstrations 
from British medical officers on “XV ar 
Surgery, Medicine ami Sanitation”. 
Major Cushing, the great Ameri­ 
can brain surgeon, a former professor 
of mine at Johns Hopkins University, 
gave us a very interesting lecture and 
demonstration on war head injuries. 
(Major Cushing is with the Harvard 
Base Hospital, here in France. 
At this conference we had army 
medical 
officers 
from 
the 
United 
States, 
Canada, 
England, 
Ireland, 
Scotland, Wales, The British Colonies 
of Australia, 
New Zealand, 
South 
Africa, ani British India, who ar** 
serving here in France with the Brit­ 
ish Army. 
My work with the regiment con­ 
sists of “Sick Parade” every morning. 
About 50 men usually report 
with 
more 
or 
less 
minor complaints. 
I 
then 
visit 
the 
different companies, 
which are widely scattered, on horse­ 
back and inspect billets, latrines, wa­ 
ter supply, cooking and general sani­ 
tation. 
Also attend all French civil­ 
ians, who need medical attention both 
at regimental “ Aid Post” 
and 
in 
homes. 
Phis keeps me quite busy. 
Air raids are quite common about 
here. Before coming to this regiment 
I was in a large French town and 
we had three attacks in one night. 
Enemy machines came over at 7 p. 
in., I a. rn., and 5 a. rn. 
Each time 
they were kept off by our anti-aircraft 
guns and compelled to go to some 
other place to drop their bombs. 
Our defense guns threw a '^barrage” 
over the town, rapidly firing hundreds 
of shells a minute several thousand 
feet into the air, where they explode 
-ending shrapnel in a1! 
directions. 
The shrapnel fulls on roofs, smashing 
tiles and windows 
which 
makes a 
deafening noise, combined with the 
roar of defense guns ami exploding 
shells in the air. The Gotha bombing 
machines have two powerful engines 
and you can hear them approaching 
several miles distant. 
Church bells 
arc rung and people rush for shelter 
in dugouts, prepared for air attacks.

wounded by high explosives and *brap* 
uel. 
All of these men Will be treater! 
eventually by skilled French surgeons 
who have made wonderful stride* rut­ 
ting, grafting und restoring shattered 
countenances. 
Many Must Wait. 
But there are only a few savants 
'apatite of performing these n itra ­ 
tions, and tie* treatment »* very slow 
snd tedious. As a result only a small 
proportion of the “rmitll****,” as the dis­ 
figured soldiers are called, have re- 
•eioed treatment, and many may have 
to walt two and three years before 
their time comes for the rtconstruc* 
(ion. 
Mrs. Maynard Ladd** false faces are 
designed to he worn by these men dur­ 
ing the time that they are waiting for 
their treatment to begin and during 
the course of operations that will be 
performed upon them. 
The copper 
masks will last Indefinitely, and may 
oe washed and cleansed with soap and 
water. Robber and gelatin masks have 
been experimented with in the past. 
but they have not given satisfactory 
results because of their fragility. Their 
falsity was always plainly apparent 
because they were not construct'd by 
experts. 
] 
‘Three ‘inutile*’ have been assigned 
to me to begin on,” said Mrs. Maynard 
Ladd, In her studio at Tri his, Rue 
Notre Dame des Champs, 
as 
she 
worked on a clay model of the head of 
r Poilu whose entire lower Jaw and 
left cheek had been shot away and 
whose nose was blown off In the fight­ 
ing on the Chemin des Dames last 
summer. 
“Now this cane I* Interesting be­ 
cause the patient has his eyes. So the 
fslse face will not lorlude a fore head. 
It will have a chin like the soldier 
had before he wan wounded, and it will 
run hack to his throat. 
Then there 
will be the regular nose and the mask 
will run up to below the eyes. 
Tim 
man will wear spectacles, which will 
help to hide th** juncture of the mask 
aud the flesh. 
Noses Reproduced. 
“In cases where a man’s nose re­ 
mains it will fit snugly Inside the* space 
left In the nose* on the* mask—which 
will he made large enough to accom­ 
modate the real member. 
In cases 
where the nose has been shot away. 
however—and there are many Uke 
that—the man’s normal nose will be 
reproduced exactly as It was before 
and there will he perforations through 
the nostrils for him to breathe. 
“I am going to make all of the masks 
with the lips slightly apart. This will 
obviate tin* grotesqueness of hearing 
a man speak through closed Ups and 
will also permit a ‘motile’ to smoke 
while wearing his mask. 
Further it 
will give a more cheerful aspect, us 
though the man was smiling. 
“Capt. Derwent Wood, an English 
sculptor, originated the idea of mak­ 
ing these artificial 
faces for 
men 
w hose appearance would he so ghastly 
that they could not get work or even 
appear on the street because of their 
frightful wounds. 
He lias been mak­ 
ing masks for more than two years 
and has achieved sonic wonderful re­ 
sults. 
“He always makes masks with the 
mouth shut, however, and at first did 
not pay enough attention to tho paint­ 
ing of the artificial faces after they 
ware made In copper.
